I am frank to say that some of the rules 
adopted at that meeting do not meet my 
approval, and I am led to believe that 
thev will not suit a large part of the mem- 
bers in the state. 

I do not know whether the members of 
the party have a chance to vote on the 
Acts of the State Conmittee or not, but | 
believe they should, if this first meeting is 
a sample of what we are to have! 

The charging of 25 cents initial fee of 
all new members, to be paid to the Stat: 
Secretaiy will keep many from joining 
who would come in under the old rule; at 
least it will work so in this city to my cer- 
tain knowledge. 

The salary of the State Organizer to be 
$3.00 per day and expenses while out or- 
ganizing, is more than the party is able to 
pay. You may take the entire member- 
ship in the State and their wages will not 
average more than $2.00 per day. And 
they have to live and support families out 
of that. Mind you, I do not think. $3.00 
per day is too much for any man—we al! 
ought to have that amount—but while 
conditions remain as they are, I am op- 
posed to paying anyone more than $2.00 
and expenses, They have a chance to sell 
literature and can make something on that. 
So that $2.00 is a fair salary to pay for or- 
ganizing. f 

Before I will ever vote to pay a State Or- 
ganizer more than $2.00 per day, the party 
must pay its Secretary more than $10.00 
per month for his services and OFFICE 
RENT! I believe in the principles of So- 
cialism and I think Socialists should try 
and practice them where it can be done, as 
well as to advocate tbem. 

What we need in Maine—and what we 
must have before we shall ever make any 
showing as a party—is a weekly paper and 
I think the first thing the party should do, 
is to take steps to establish one. I know 
that the 1600 Socialists in Maine could 
establish a weekly paper—the size of the 
Appeal—-if we could present the case to 
them in its true light.
